4 Magdeleine de Lamoignon. 

Daughter of Monseigueur CrStien de Lamoignon. 
Born at Paris the 18th September, 1659 ; died 14th 
April, 1687. 

Engraved by Gerard Edelinck, after Le S6ve. Proof 
before the inscription around the oval.

6 Marguerite de Valois. 

Comtesse de Caylus : Died at Paris the 15th of April, 

1729, aged 57 years. 

Engi'aved by Jean Daull^ in collaboration with 

Johann Georg Wille, after the painting by Hyaointhe 

Eigaud. 

Madame de Caylus was one of the most brilliant 

women of her time, a cousin and an intimate friend of 

Madame de Maintenon, and mother of the Comte de 

Caylus, the famous collector. 

" One of the most beautiful portraits engraved by Daull6."

''An excellent plate, very delicately engraved; the face is 
admirably rendered and modeled by means of curved strokes, 
deeper in some places than in others and with but little 
cross-hatching; the robe and the draperies are both very well 
expressed."

Marie de Rabutiu-Chantal, Marquise de Se\'ign^, 
author of the famous "Letters," which were written 
to her daughter, Madame de Grignan, beginning 
about 1670. 
Engraved by Delegorgue, after a pastel by Nanteuil. 

9 Madame Neyret de la Ravoye (as "Pomona"). 

Engraved by M. Dossier after Hyacinthe Kigaud. 

" The best known plate by Dossier bears the title of Virtum- 
nus and Pomona. The figure of Pomona is the portrait of 
Anne Varice de Valliere, the wife of Jean Keyret de la 
Ravoye, Gra7id Audiencier de France.^' 

1 The Three Children of Charles L 

Charles, Priuee of Wales. Born 1630, afterwards 
Charles II., James, Duke of York, born 1633, after- 
wards James II, and Princess Mary, who became the 
wife of William II, Prince of Orange. 
Engraved by Sir Eobert Strange, after Sir Anthony 
Van Dyke. One of the early impressions, numbered 
XIV by Strange. 

11 Catherine Mignard. 

Comtesse de Feuquiere. 

Engraved by Jean DauUe after Pierre Mignard. 

"The portrait of Mignard's daughter was finished in 1735 
and was recognized as a chef d'oeuvre even by DauUe's con- 
temporaries in engraving, snch as G-aucber, who admitted 
that the resemblance of the two heads, |the sentiment, the 
purity, the grace, the harmony and the technique, were all 
admirable. And indeed one must admit that .this print was 
a good augury for the future of the young engraver, and that 
he had, almost at his first attempt, arrived at a degree of 
perfection which he could hardly surpass."

Believed to be a portrait of Madame Coypel. 

Engraved by Madame Eenfie L6pici6, the wife of 
Bernard L6picie, after the painting by Charles Coy- 
pel. The inscription has been cut off. 

14 Le Messager Fiddle. » 

A portrait of Madame * * * 

Engraved by L. M. Halbou, after Etienne Lallie. 
This is mentioned by Baron Portalis as being one of 
Halbou's finest plates. 
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15 Flore i son lever. 

A portrait of Louise Henriette de Bonrbon-Conty, 

Duehesse de Chartres. 

Engraved after Nattier by Pierre Maloeuvre (1740 - 

1803) wlio studied for several years under Sir Eobert 

Strange. 

IC Madame Villars. 

In tlie character of Sainte GeneviSve. 
Engraved from liis own design by Jaeques-Nieolas 
Tardieu (1716-1791). From the collection of Sir 
Peter Lely. 

17 Portrait of Madame PecoU as "Flora:" 

Nee Catherine Marie Le Gendre. 

Engraved by S. Valee, after Hyacinthe Eigaud (1706) 

18 Marie-Cldmentine, Princesse Sobiesfca. 

Granddaughter of John III, King of Poland, and wife 
of James Francis Edward Stuart, "The Old Pre- 
tender" (1701-1735). 

Engraved by Pierre-Imbert Drevet after Davids. 
The only state. 

19 Madame Le Bret, as Ceres. 

Marguerite-Henriette de La Briffe, fourth wife of 
Cardin Le Bret, president of the parliament of Aix. 
Engraved by Claude Drevet, after Hyacinthe Eigaud, 
1728. Baron Portalis mentions this as one of the 
four finest portraits by Claude Drevet. 

20 Le Comte d'Artois et Mademoiselle Clotilde. 

"Les Enfants de France." 

Engraved in 1767 by Beauvarlet, after Drouais. Le 
Comte d'Artois later became King Charles X of 
Prance. Proof hefore all letters. The margin to the 
right is full of little touches of the engraver's burin. 
These were burnished out before the first edition 
of the plate was printed. 

"Let us mention further an engraving habile and brilliant, 
one of the chefs-d'oeuvre of the engraver, which contains two 
portraits, the Comte d'Artois as a child supporting Mademoi- 
selle Clotilde, who is mounted on a goat; the lace of the lit- 
tle princess is treated in the most enchanting manner."

Children of Louis XVI of France. 

Engraved in 1786 by Mam-ice Blot, a pupil of St. 
Aubin, after Madame Le Brun. 
Proof before the dedication. 



The Dauphin died, while still a child, in the prison 
of Le Temple. The Princess, who was later known 
as the Duchess d'Angoulfeme, escaped from France 
and lived to be an old woman. 

23 Adrienne Lccouvreur. 

Represented in the character of Cornelia weeping 
over the ashes of Pompey. Died at Paris, 20th March, 
17.30, at the age of 37 years. 

Engraved by Pierre-Imbert Drevet, after Charles 
Coypel. The early state, before the flual E was added 
to the word "modele" in the inscription. 

" Next to the portrait of Bossuet, Drevet expended the great- 
est care on that of Adrienne Lecouvreur. As the first is 
majestic and severe, so this bums with a touching and ethe- 
real grace, the modeling of the flesh and the idealized truth 
of the expression ; the engraver, by the masterly use of the 
light, has given to the plate a wonderful effect of eolor, one 
might say he has even surpassed the painter."

25 Madame Le Bron. 

Marie Anne Elizabeth Vig^e, Madame Le Brun. 
Born at Paris, April 16, 1755. Died there March 30, 
1842. In 1783 she was made a member of the French 
Academy. She was also an associate member of the 
academies of Bologna, Parma, Berlin, St. Peters- 
burg, Copenhagen and Genoa. 

Engraved by Johann G-eorg Miiller, after Madame 
Le Brun's portrait of herself. 

'* She had seen Rubens' Ghapeau de PaiUe, and, inspired by 
that picture, she painted a portrait of herself in a straw hat 
witlx a feather and a garland of field flowers, with her 
palette in her hand."

Marie d' Orleans, Demoiselle de Longueville, Souve- 
raine de Neufchatel et Vallangin, last of her line, 
wife of Henry II, Due de Savoie, last Due de Ne- 
mours, 1625-1707.

"What could be more marvellous, indeed, in the whole art 
of engraving, than the bust-portrait of La Duchesse de 
iVemours (1707), the Sovereign of Neufchatel? In this work 
everything contributes to the splendor of the effect pro- 
duced : the dignity of the sitter and the genius of the 
painter, as well as the talent of the engraver ; it is, without 
question, one of the finest of Brevet's works."

Superb proof before all letters, signed in pencil by 
Beauvarlet. Pendant to the succeeding. 

32 La Sultane — a Portrait of Madame de Pompadour. 

Engraved by Beauvarlet, after Carlo Vanloo. 

Superb proof before all letters, signed in pencil by 
Beauvarlet. Pendant to the preceding. 

33 Anne of Austria. 

She was the daughter of Philip III of Spain. Queen 
of Prance and Navarre, widow of Louis XIII, and 
mother of Louis XIV. 

Engraved from his own design from life in 1666 by 
Robert Nanteuil. 

34 Madame Paul Boucher. 

Engraved in 1736 by Charles Dupuis. 

'* One of his best works is the portrait of Marie-Frangoise 
Perdrigeon, wife of Le Boucher, Secretary to the King. She 
was painted by Raous in the character of a Vestal, and she 
died the 30th of Jannary, 1734, at the age of seventeen years, 
two months and sixteen days."

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Engraved by Elizabeth Claire Toumay, wife of the 
famous engraver, Jaoques-Nieolas Tardieu, from the 
painting by E. Jeam-at. 

37 Elizabeth Charlotte Palatine du Rhin, Duchesse de Or- 

leans. 

Engraved by Charles Simonneau, the elder (1639- 
1728), after Hyacinthe Rigaud. 

38 Louise Adelaide d'Orleans. 

Mademoiselle de Chartres, daughter of the Regent 
Abbesse de Chelles. 

Engraved by Pierre-Imbert Drevet (1697-1739), after 
Gobert. From the collections of Ambroise Finnin- 
Didot, and another collector not known to Fagan. 

39 Charlotte Destnares. 

The actress, in the character of Thalia. 

Engraved in 1733 by Bernard L^pici^, after Charles 
Coypel. 

40 La Belle Religieose. 

A portrait of Madame Helyot who died at Paris the 
3d of March, 1682, at the age of 37 years. 
Engraved by G6rard Edelinck. The early state, before 
the words following Edelinck's name were erased. 
" There are others of signal merit, including especLilly 
that of Madame Heliot, or La Belle Jieligieuse, a beautiful 
French coquette praying before a crucifix."

41 Elizabeth Sophie Che'ron. 

Wife of Jacques le Hay. She was received into the 
Paris Royal Academy of Painting on June 11th, 1672, 
and into the Academy of the Ricovrati of Padua, 9th 
February, 1699. Died at Paris, 3rd of September, 
1711, aged about 63 years. 

Engraved by Ch^reau from a jiainting by Madame 
Cheron, done in the thirty-fifth year of her age. 

42 Mademoiselle d'Hannetaire. 

In the character of " Eugenie " (in " Les Sultannes," 

Act 2) . 

Engi'aved by Juste Chevillet (1729-1790), after Le 

Gendre. 

Mentioned by Baron Portalis as one of the best of 

Clievillet's works. 

43 Duchesse de Berri. 

Prinoesse Marie Caroline, grand-daughter of King 
Ferdinand of Naples. Born at Naples, 1798, mamed 
the Due de Berri, son of Comte d'Artois, who was 
brother of Louis XVIII, younger brother of the Due 
d'Angoul6me, afterwards King Charles X, and was 
mother of Henri V, better known as the Comte de 
Chambord. 
Engraved by Audouin, after Hesse. 
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
